As Treasury secretary, An- 


derson was one of six Cabinet 
officials who served on a new 
Special Committee to Investi- 
gate Crude Oil Imports. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower adopted the 
committee's report urging es- 
tablishment of a mandatory sys- 
tem of import quotas. The quota 
system, which is still in effect, 
limits the import of foreign oil. 


The newspaper quoted Ander- 


son as telling an interviewer: 


"I sat on a committee which 


was an advisory committee. 
The President and the Senate 
(Finance) committee had full 
knowledge of my interests. 


"I can't believe people would 


say you had more influence 
than anybody else on a commit- 
tee. The people who could ex- 
plain or confirm this are all 
dead. If I'm to be criticized for

U.S. attorneys will be author- 


ized to invoke the Refuse Act of 
1899 against five polluters in 
Bridgeport, Conn., the city of 
Bridgeport and a chemical firm 
in Cleveland, Ohio, a Justice 
Department

said 


Wednesday. 


He would not name the firms. 
Injunctions, rather than crim- 


inal penalties of up to $2,500 in 
fines and one year in prison, 
will be sought because the de- 
partment believes "the injunc- 
tions are the things that will 
help the environment, not the 
fines," the source said. 


The approval for the suits 


came as Rep. Richard Ottinger, 
D-N.Y., threatened to take legal 
action against the Justice De- 
partment unless it began enforc- 
ing the 71-year-old Refuse Act. 


The law prohibits dumping 


"any refuse matter of any kind 
or description" into navigable 
waters or their tributaries. The 
only exemption is sewage. 


The source of Ottinger's ire, 


and that of a number of conser- 
vation groups backing him in 
the threatened action, is a set of 
guidelines for use of the statute 
sent out June 15 by the Justice 
Department to all U.S. attor- 
neys. 


The guidelines prohibit the at- 


torneys 
from 
taking 
action 


against polluters without de- 
partment approval if the pollu- 
ter is involved in proceedin, 
with the Federal Water Qualij 
Administration or state or lo 
water pollution control agel 
cies, and if the polluter is 
state, county, city or other po] 
ical subdivision. 


In a statement of policy 


companying the guidelines, 
department said the Refuse Act 
should not be used "in competi- 
tion with the Federal Water Pol- 
lution Control Act or with state 
pollution

dures."

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NFL Players 
Want More 
in Pensions 


By MIKE RKCIIT

NEW YORK (AP) - A differ- 


ence of $7.8 million in pension 
benefits emerged today as the 
major stumbling block to a set- 
tlement between National Foot- 
ball League players and owners 
after player's sources revealed 
their side of the issues. 


The owners have offered $18 


million in pension and insurance 
benefits for four years, an aver- 
age of $4.5 million per year, 
while the players are asking for 
$25.8 million, or $6.45 million 
per year, a source close to the 
players told 
the 
Associated 


Press. The players were getting 
$2.8 million each year during 
the two-year pact which ex- 
pired, making the $18 million 
figure an increase of about 53 
per cent. 


The 
player's 
source 
was 


answering an earlier Associated 
Press story quoting club sources 
as saying the owners were mak- 
ing an $18 million offer, but that 
the players had countered with 
a $29 million 
"must-take-all" 


demand. 


"The $29 million figure never 


came into the discussions," the 
player's source said. "It is a 
piece of incorrect arithmetic. 
They (the owners) must be add- 
ing together everything. Both 
Ihe $18 million and the $25.8 mil- 
lion figures relate only to pen- 
sion and insurance benefits." 


However, the players are ask- 


ing for increased shares in post- 
season games, including the Su- 
per Bowl, and these increases 
possibly could be the difference 
between $25.8 million and $29 
million. 


The player's source said the 


owners also made two qualifica- 
tions to their figure—that pay- 
ments 
to 
players on losing 


teams 
in 
divisional 
playoff 


games be eliminated, and that 
players give up their financial 
rights for 
the 
use 
of 
their 


names, faces or uniforms in 
commercial enterprises. This 
right was granted them during 
1968 negotiations. 


The player's source said the 


$18-million figure would cost 
each club about $40,000 a year, 
while the $25.8 figure would be 
about $140,000 a year. 


He pointed out that the own- 


ers have negotiated a television 
contract of about $40 million, an 
increase of about $13 million 
from the previous one. 


Answering owners' fears that 


television revenue and attend- 
ance might not remain at its 
present level, he said the play- 
ers were willing to reduce their 
demands 
accordingly 
should 


that happen. 


While the pension issue was 


clear enough, the issue involv- 
ing Commissioner 
Pete Ro- 


zelle's powers remained mud- 
dled. The players say it has 
been resolved by their agreeing 
to make Rozelle the final arbi- 
trator on any non-injury griev- 
ance. Club sources, however, 
said the players still want an 
outside arbitrator to rule on 
general 
grievances 
filed 
by 


players. 
, While the issues were being 
made known, the threat to the 
College All-Star Game in Chica- 
go July 31 lessened when the 
All-Stars decided to resume or- 
ganized practice today in Ev- 
anston, 111. 


The decision was announced 


in Chicago by Steve Tannen of 
the All-Stars and in New York 
by John Mackey, president of 
the Players Association. 


The All-Star rookies had gone 


on a sympathy strike Wednes- 
day in support of the NFLPA 
after the owners had decided to 
lock the veterans out of training 
camp until the contract dispute 
is settled. 


"We felt the best course of ac- 


tion would be to resume prac- 
tice ... while still endorsing the 
Players Association demands," 
Tannen said. 


"We recognize that the All- 


Stars need more time than Kan- 
sas City to train before the 
game," Mackey said. " ... to 
hold these players out of camp 
while other rookies are being 
allowed by the NFLPA to prac- 
tice would be unfair."

DOCTOR'S MAILBAO 


Frequent Pap Smear 
Is Safety Measure 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I am a woman, 50. My 


Pap smear showed No. 2 
cells. What does that mean? 


A—A Class 2 Pap smear 


contains cells that are atypi- 
cal but are not considered to 
be cancerous. 
Instead of 


waiting a year for a checkup 
you should have another 
smear test after three or 
four months. 


Q—Since I had a hyster- 


ectomy, is it necessary for 
rne to have a physical ex- 
amination every year? 


A—Whether your uterus 


was removed because of can- 
cer or for some other rea- 
son, a checkup including a 
Pap smear should be done 
at least once a year to rule 
out a primary cancer or a 
recurrence of an old one. 


Q—At what age can I stop 


taking Pap smear tests? I 
am past 70. 


A—Don't ever stop. This is 


a small price to pay for the 
early detection of a uterine 
cancer. 


Q—What is chronic pelvic 


inflammatory disease? Can 
it become cancerous? Does 
it prevent a woman from be- 
coming pregnant? 


A—This is an infection of 


the uterus, uterine tubes or 
ovaries. It may be a compli- 
cation of childbirth or a 
venereal disease. It is not re- 
lated to cancer. In many, 
but not all, cases it prevents 
conception. 


Q—I am the mother of 


three children. I'm 44 and 
very nervous. Do you think 
I could learn to drive a car? 


A—This is not an easy 


decision to make because 
there are so many variables 
to consider. Because of mod- 
ern congestion on the roads 
most of the fun has gone out 
of driving and frustrations 
behind the wheel are much 
greater than they were 10 
years ago. On the "other hand 
any mother should be pre- 
pared to drive her child to a 
hospital in an emergency 
that she hopes will never 
arise. I would suggest that 
you get a good instructor and 
take a few lessons to see how 
well you do. You may find 
it easier than you think. If 
not, you can give it up and 
have the satisfaction that at 
least you tried. 


Q—Why do I have to blow 


my nose two or three times 
while 
I am 
eating even 


though I don't have a cold? 
And why do my eyes water? 
Is there any cure for this? 


A—This sounds like an al- 


lergic rhinitis. In order to 
find out which food is caus- 
ing it have your doctor put 
you on a series of elimina- 
tion diets The treatment de- 
pends on the cause.

There was a time in the 


distant past when a man 
who opened with a forcing 
two bid and couldn't make 
game was somewhat of a 
pariah. Today we are much 
more sensible and there are 
just three general require- 
ments for this bid. The first 
is that you want to be in 
game irrespective of part- 
ner's hand. The second that 
you have so many high cards 
that you are afraid that a 
one bid will be passed out. 
The third that your hand 
shows distinct slam possibil- 
ities. 


South's hand met all these 


requirements nicely and he 
was fully justified in opening 
with two. Furthermore, he 
should have made game in 
spite of the frightful hand 
placed on the table by his 
partner. 


South was finesse happy 


He looked over dummy arid 
saw that the nine of trumps 
would be an e n t r y. That 
would give him a chance to 
try the diamond finesse and. 
if it worked, he would have 
his 10th trick. 


He ruffed the second club, 


cashed the ace and king of 
trumps and ace of diamonds, 
entered d u m m y with that 
nine of trumps, lost the dia- 
mond finesse and was down 
one. 


We have no objection to 


the finesse. It is a fine play 
but it is only 50-50. South 
should have made his con- 
tract without it. He should 
have p l a y e d one round of 
trumps to s t a r t his cam- 
paign and then continue by 
playing ace 
and another 


heart. When he got in next, 
he should have led out his 
last heart. This would set 
up dummy's six of hearts as 
a winner. He c o u l d get 
there with the nine of trumps 
and discard his jack of dia- 
monds 


Of course, suits don't have 


to break 3-3, but if hearts 
failed to break he would still 
have been able to try the 
finesse.

WASHINGTON CAP) - The 


Pentagon's budget, already de- 
scribed as pared to the bone, is 
faced with demands of up to $10 
billion in further cuts as the de- 
fense spending debate shifts to 
the Senate. 


The first attempted cutback is 


likely to come early ne'.t week 
when the Senate considers the 
military procurement bill for 
hardware such as the antiballis- 
tic missile, big bombers, giant 
jet transports, offensive mis- 
siles and bigger tanks. 


The Senate Armed Services 


Committee, releasing the pro- 
curement bill Wednesday, cut 
the Nixon administration's $20.3 
billion hardware request, ap- 
proved by the House, to $19.2 
billion. 


The bill is one of a series of 


measures that comprise the De- 
fense Department's budget for 
this 
fiscal 
year. 
The 
total 


amount requested by the admin- 
istration is 71.2 billion. 


Sen. John Stennis, D-Miss., 


chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, called the 
House-approved hardware bill 
austere and "the lowest possible 
dollar level consistent with the 
necessity for providing for our 
national survival." 


However, Sen. William Prox- 


mire, D-Wis., leader of the Pen- 
tagon 
spending 
critics, 
de- 


clared, "More 
needs 
to be 


done." 


He presented a 100-page de- 


tailed report of his group outlin- 
ing some $10 billion in cuts and 
a redefinition of national securi- 
ty aims. 


The Proxmire group's propos- 


als would cut $5 billion for hard- 
ware and an equal amount for 
manpower. 


The proposed cuts would re- 


duce the ABM to research lev- 
els, halt work on the Bl bomber, 
antisubmarine aircraft, F14 and 
F15 fighter programs, and re- 
strict Navy shipbuilding, includ- 
ing destroyers. 


The additional $5 billion could 


be saved, the critics said, by re- 
ducing the U.S. military man- 
power level by 1 million men to 
2:5 million. They called for a re- 
duction in U.S. troop strength in 
Europe from 300,000 to 100,000 
men and in Korea from 50,000 to 
30,000. 


Essentially, the Stennis com- 


mittee endorsed the basic com- 
ponents of the Pentagon's hard- 
ware requests, trimming only 
the edges of the programs and 
scuttling none.

Cambodia 
Raid Funds 
Are O.K'd

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee has endorsed U.S. financing 
of South Vietnamese raids into 
Cambodia, while forbiding the 
use of Pentagon funds to bolster 
the Phnom Penh government. 


The in-between policy was 


recommended 
Wednesday by 


the Senate as part of a $19.2 bil- 
lion military authorization bill, 
but it may be a month before 
the Indochina aspects of the leg- 
islation reach a vote. 


Sen. John Stennis, D-Miss., 


the committee chairman, said 
the situation may change drasti- 
cally by then. He left open the 
possibility his panel might re- 
consider the issue to take into 
account any changed conditions 
later in the summer. 


At 
the

Department, 


meanwhile, Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers said immedi- 
ate prospects for a peace settle- 
ment in South Vietnam "are not 
too bright..." 


But he also said, "I have al- 


ways felt, and I still feel, that 
there is a reasonable prospect 
that you can end this war by a 
negotiated settlement." 


That reversed the emphasis of 


a statement he made in London 
Sunday. 


Rogers said for the next two 


months or so, the aftermath of 
U.S. and South Vietnamese op- 
erations in Cambodia had less- 
ened the prospects for success- 
ful negotiations. But he said 
over the long run, action against 
the Communist sanctuaries in 
Cambodia had increased settle- 
ment chances. 


The Armed Services Commit- 


tee proposal provides a basis in 
law for U.S. financial support of 
future Cambodian sanctuary op- 
erations by South Vietnam and 
its allies. 


The bill authorizes up to $2.5 


billion for support of South Viet- 
namese and allied forces, and 
for aid to local forces in Laos 
and Thailand. 


"There is no intent to broaden 


the authorization beyond the 
support of participation in bor- 
der sanctuary and related oper- 
ations in ocder to protect U.S. 
forces in Vietnam or to accom- 
plish 
protective 
reaction 


strikes," the committee said in 
its report on the bill. 


"The purpose of the clarifica- 


tion is to make clear that the 
use of defense funds is author- 
ized for support in those areas 
of Cambodia where for the pur- 
poses of Vietnamization or the 
protection of U.S. troops mili- 
tary

becomes 
neces- 


sary," the committee said. 


The Senate earlier adopted an 


amendment 
including a ban 


against U.S. financial support of 
foreign 
forces 
which might 


move into Cambodia to support 
the government there. 


Sen. John Sherman Cooper, 


R-Ky., one of the sponsors of 
that amendment, said the com- 
mittee's terms seemed to be in 
line with it. "They move toward 
our amendment," he said. 


A House-Senate 
conference 


committee began Wednesday its 
efforts to work out a compro- 
mise on the foreign military 
sales legislation which includes 
the Cambodian amendment. 


It got nowhere, and agreed to 


try again next Tuesday.

economists had predicted. 


Continued weakness in the 


goods-producing sector of the 
economy was shown Wednes- 
day, however, by the Federal 
Reserve Board's index of indus- 
trial production for June. 


That indicator of the output of 


factories, mines and refineries 
showed a dip of three-tenths of 1 
per cent in June for the third 
consecutive month. The index 
stood at 168.6 per cent of the 
;1957-9 average, or 3.4 per cent 
under the peak reached last 
summer. 


This continued a downtrend 


begun last August, broken only 
"by small increases (n Fdstwrrfc. 
and1 March. Output of business 
'and -defense 
equipment 
and 


materials slipped further, to a 
rate 8.5 per cent below the peak 
last fall. 


It would be quite possible for 


the industrial production index 
to decline while the real GNP 
rose. The GNP includes a vast 
range of service, financial, com- 
mercial and governmental ac- 
tivities not covered by the in- 
dustrial production index. 


The real GNP has become the 


most closely watched of all gov- 
ernment indicators since the on- 
set of inflation, because it meas- 
ures the value of total output in 
1958 dollars and thus eliminates 
the effect of inflation. 


The conventional GNP, which 


measures output in current dol- 
lars, is expected to show a fur- 
ther sizeble rise for the April- 
June quarter, caused mainly by 
price increases. It hit an annual 
rate of $959.6 billion in the Janu- 
ary-March quarter, for an illu- 
sory rise of $7.4 billion while 
real output went down.

Mrs. Coulter cited permissive- 


ness and overindulgence as par- 
ental delinquency — believing 
little Johnny or Mary is always 
right. 


For instance, the principal 


reasons that if a child plays 
hooky, the parents should find 
out the cause and do something 
about it. "But some parents say 
they gave permission for their 
children to skip school and let 
them get off the easy way," 
Mrs. Coulter said. 


"I believe 90 per cent of riots 


are caused by spoiled brats," 
she 
said. 
"Everything 
was 


handed out to them on a silver 
platter. Parents rejected them 
and now the kids are fighting 
back." 


From talks with boys about 


meaningless destructive acts 
sometimes caused by oung peo- 
ple, Mrs, Coulter has conclud- 
ed: "Most of it is just to spite 
the old folks." 


The retiring educator recog- 


nizes the "right to revolt, but 
not a right to tear up a school 
"ami keep some other student 
from getting an education." 


Also Mrs. Coulter has been 


the only school counselor.

Cambodians 
Move Up on 
Mountain

PHNOM PENH (AP) - 
Four 


Cambodian 
army 
battalions 


moved into position south of the 
Kiri Rom plateau today, prepar- 
ing for a drive on the mountain 
resort 50 miles west of Phnom 
Penh. There was speculation 
that most of the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese had pulled 
back into the jungle. 


Two battalions were poised on 


the southern edge of the 2,000- 
foot-high playland. They report- 
ed taking enemy rifle fire but 
said they had not been hit by 
mortars. 


Two more 
battalions 
that 


were badly mauled Tuesday had 
regrouped and were again mov- 
ing toward the plateau. 


Officers on the scene said 


they believed the North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong troops 
who overran the resort five 
days ago had largely disap- 
peared. 


The 
Cambodian 
command 


also appeared to believe the end 
of the battle was near. It called 
back a force of 1,400 mercenar- 
ies that had been sent up the 
east flank of the plateau and 
had made no contact with the 
enemy. They were three miles 
from the main resort area when 
recalled. 


The mercenaries are Cambo- 


dians from South Vietnam's Me- 
kong Delta who were recruited 
and trained by the U.S. Special 
Forces for the war in Vietnam. 
There was some speculation 
among the strike forces that the 
Cambodian army wanted sole 
credit for retaking the plateau 
after the humiliation of being 
driven from it. 


Indications were that more 


than 200 Cambodian troops were 
killed, wounded or missing. To- 
tal enemy losses were not 
known. 


Kiri Rom area has no appar- 


ent military value. The aim of 
the enemy appeared to be to 
knock out as many government 
units as it could, then pull out 
when the government force got 
too big.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — U.S. 


District Judge Oren Harris ap- 
proved Wednesday a school de- 
segregation plan submitted by 
the Pine Bluff school board, but 
specified that two modifications 
must be made. 


The district submitted 
the 


plan June 25 after Harris re- 
jected another plan offered in 
May. The new plan is basical- 
ly the same one the board ap- 
proved in January but rescind- 
ed in May. 


The judge said the January 


proposal "would with certain 
modifications" 
provide 
the 


most feasible plan of operation 
on a unitary basis. 


Harris ordered the district to 


modify the geographic attend- 
ance area for Oak Park Ele- 
mentary School so that more 
Negro students would be as- 
signed there. He made a simi- 
lar ruling regarding Forrest 
Park and South wood Elemen- 
tary schools. 


Other portions of the plan ap- 


proved by Harris will imple- 
ment the following at the begin- 
ning of the 1970-71 school year:
